It i.s to be gur.sst-d tli.'it the 
original idea of making prison pardons a feature of (he holi- 
day season was to emphasize liie lessons of good will (hat 
art appropriate to that season. 

Just who is impre.ssed with tliese lessons of good will? 
So far as deserving prisoners are concerned, a pardon at 
anv time of the year would be a manifestation of the mercy 
of the law, fully as impressive as tluring the special good will 
season. 

A gi-oup of pardons at th;it time fails to stir llic ])iiblic 
to greater reverence for the spirit of brotherly love, because 
their attention i.s more a|)t to he centcrnd iijion the merit.s of 
the pardoned for any modification of llio punishment melcd 
out to them after guilt had lieeii prtued in (he courts*. 

One thing that can be counted upon is that a fi.\cd cu.s- 
tom of numerous jjardoiis at a special time helps to sliciiglh- 
cn the idea among the vicious that there arc iu;itiy way.s of 
escaping full punishment for (lieir crimes, if ihey are caught 
at (hem. 

Such an impression \v(nilil he forestalled in l.irge' degree, 
if pardons were considered singly and graiite<l without the 
publicity that is attracted by wholesale releases at Thanks- 
giving and Christmas. All the good results e.xpected from ii, 
show of mercy to a deserving a))))licant would bo encouraged, 
and the incentive to good behavior among prison convicLs, 
•which the prospect of pardons holds forth, would be pre- 
served.

"Curley Aims to Aboli.sh State 
Tax" Is an arresting headline; but 
when one reads the story annexed 
thereto it doesn't appear that it is 
gqing to make much difference to 
the payer.s of the taxes. State gov- 
ernment J.s going to require as much 
money, at least, and probably more 
than before, year after year; and 
it makes no difference whether It 
is called a state tax, or something 
else. The proposal contemplates 
what the governor is pleased to call 
"rigid economies" in administration, 
and also "a search for new sources 
of revenue," other than a sales tax. 
One of the cardinal pnnciples ot 
taxation is that there shall always 
be a disproportionately large class 
of citizens deluded into thinking the 
government costs them nothing be- 
cause they pay no direct taxes; and 
a sales tax would bear most heavily 
on the poorer citizens, so of course 
no politician likes the idea, because 
once the extravagances of politi- 
cians were brought home to the mass 
of the voters, by something they 
could see and feel, they might kick. 
As for "rigid economies" in state 
government we shall beheve in them 
when we see them. Note also that 
the governor wants another six-mll- 
lion-dollar bond issue, for large con- 
struction projects. Borrow and 
spend! The Curley administration 
has at least thl.s much in common 
with the Roosevelt regime.

That the stale constitution 
gives authority to the gov- 
ernor to remove judges of 
any court of the Common- 
wealth "because of mental 
or physical disability or ad- 
vanced age," was explained 
to the East Lynn Brother- 
hood yesterdav in East Lvnn 
L O. 0. F. hall by Atty. Med- 
le T HolHswnrf h . 

He pointed out that Article 
1 of rfiaptrr S of the Massarhn- 
(i^tt« '^onsH'ntlnn «<«t>«:^ — "f^nr 
Jndlrlal Officers dnly appoint- 
ed, oommlssloned. and gworu. 
shall hold their offices dnrlnc 
Kood behavior." 
I He said that most people be- 
lieved that thla was the law and 
that judges could not be removed 
by the Governor, but he said that 
Article 58 vsrhlch Is an amend- 
ment to Chapter 3, Article 1, say«: 
"That the Governor with the con- 
sent of the Council may after due 
notice and hearing- retire Judge* 
because of mental or physical dis- 
ability or because of advanced 
agre." 

Three of the Judges of the Su- 
preme Judicial court arc consider- 
ably over 70 years of age. Chief 
Justice RuKK, Juxticp IMor^'c anti 
Justice Crosby, Atty. Holdsworth 
said and added that In legal circles 
it was believed Gov. Curiey had 
In mind their removal. 



Irle pointea out that some very 
interesting developments In refer- 
ence to the Judges of Mas.sachu- 
setts may be looked tor during the 
next few months. 

The second question which Mr. 
Holds-worth spolte on was: "Voea 
a native-born citizen of the United 
States lose his citizenship if he 
goes to some other country to 
live?" He stated that a native- 
born citizen of the United States 
never loses his citizenship no mat- 
ter how long he may live in an- 
other country or out of the United 
States, uiiless, he becomes natu- 
ralized In a foreign land. 

He said that a naturalized 
American citizen is presumed to 
have ceased to be a cltlben If h« 
.should go to the country of hia 
birth and remain two years or 
more. Or if he went to a foreign 
country other than that If his 
birth and lived for five years he 
would cease to be a citizen of the 
United States.

All that appears now 1.^ that other forms of 
revenue will be substituted for the present state 
tax What thev will be the Governor does not say; 
and he Rives the impression that he does not 
know If the state tax is abolished, it will some- 
what ease the strain on municipal treasuries. 
Cities and towns now have to include. In their 
local levies, the amount of the state tax, which 
m the case of New Pedford this year was $204,000. 
on a valuation of $121,000,000, which is the approxi- 
mate valuation of real and personal property here, 
$204,000 would mean about $1.70 on the tax rate. 
The saving to the owner of a house valued at 
J.-j.OOO would thus be $8.r.O, which would be a lipht- 
ening of the local tax burden, but which would not 
Hfford much relief to distressed real estate. 

It will be noticed that what the Governor sug- 
gests is not a reduction In taxes, but the aboli- 
tion of one tax and the substitution of another, 
pr otherSi for it. If he means to hold out any 
promise of a cut in government costs, his prelimi- 
nary announcement gives no inkling of it^^

I There never was a g over nor or may- 
jor who did not say it was riecessary to 
'relieve the cn!.=;liing burden of taxa- 
tion on the owners of homes. Yet once 
elected they rarely object to greater 
appropriations. They tnllc well before 
election and then proceed to s!>end 
the publics money more freely than 
ever. For 10 years the Ma-s.sachusetts 
legislatiu-e has con.sidered and author- 
ized new taxes to relieve real estate. 
Yet real estate taxes have constantly 
Increa.setl m spite of all the new taxes 
and the more new t^xes are author- 
ized, the more the legislatiu'e spends 
Therefore when the perennial state 
lottery bill is once more suggested as 
a means of "relievirg real estat*" we 
have not the slightest faith in it. Ir- 
respective of its Immorality and its ex- 
tremely had effects in general, we do 
not believe it would relieve real estate 
one cent. It wculd simply furnish a 
bunch of IrresporLSlble political legis- 
lators more easy money to spend. The 
necessity of rcllevir^g real estate is 
perfectly evident, but no more evi- 
dent than the necessity of decreasing 
all taxation. Periiaps some day the 
workman will find out how much he 
is being taxed to maintain the pre- 
posterous "New Deal." He ought to 
realize it when he buys ix)rk chops 
and cotton cloth and even pays his 
home rent if he is fortunate enough 
to be able to. Including pensioners, 
public servants. CCC men. AAA em- 
ployees and those on relief projects. 
Uncle Sam now sends out regularly 
9.037.956 checks. When President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt first came into 
power tliere were only 2.150.835 regu- 
lar check.s sent out. It will thus be 
seen that one worker out of four is 
now being supported wholly or in part 
by money .sent from Wasiilngton. In 
other words. e\«ry three working men 
are supporting a fourth man. Do you 
wonder that real estate taxes and all 
other taxes are high? You should 
realize that they arc going to Ix; a 
great deal liigher while the Easy 
Spender remains in the White House.

Clemency Opposed by District Attorney, Police Chief

BOSTON, Dec. 23 iVl').— Belief that 
Henry A. Gardner, 32, was a pyi-o- 
manlac aiid a request that he be 
subjected to psychiatric observation 
before release from prison were ex- 
pressed today by District Attorney 
Owen A. Hoban of Worcester Coun- 
ty. 

A recommendation by Governor 
James M. '^h'-'^k -''"^^ Gardner's 
prison sentence of 10 to 12 years be 
commuted 'o ijermit immedlaie 
parole, resulted in a protest last 
week from the Pleasant Street Bap- 
tist Chiu-ch in Worcester. Tlie Pleas- 
ant Street Chiu-ch w;is one of two 
churches set afire by Gardner. 

Clemency for the prisoner was op- 
po.sed by District Attorney Hoban 
until Gardner should be examined 
by a psychlatd'ist. 

During the hearing. Executive 
Councillor Daniel H. Coakley iD) 
(•la.slied orally with Councillors Win- 
field A. Schuster. Douglas, and 
Frank A. Brooks, Wateriown. both 
Republicans. 

The fiery clasli came between 
Coakley and Brooks when tlie latter 
demanded to know if tlie parole 
board had reviewed the prisoner's 
case. Ooakley answered he did not 
kr.ow.

He said that most 
people believed that that was tlie 
law and that Judges could not be re- 
moved by the governor, but he said 
article number one of chapter num- 
ber three of tlie constitution was 
amended and that article 58 which 
is an amendment to chapter three, 
article one. says. "That the governor 
with the consent of the council, may, 
after due notice and hearing retire 
Judges because of mental or physical 
disability or because of advai\ced 
age,"" and that this advanced age un- 
der the amendment to the constitu- 
tion would give Governor Curley the 
right to remove tho.se Judges whom 
he considers as being of advanced age. 
and with a governor's council which 
he has made vip himself of men whom 
he ha.s selected to back him in all 
his acts, it would be very ea-sy for him 
to remove tho.se judges that he might 
consider to be of advanced age.

Or if he 
went to a foreign country other than 
that of his birth and lived for five 
years he would cease to he a citizen 
of the United States. 

Naturalized citizens under the law 
must reoort to the American counsul 
in the country where they are living 
before the expiration of the .second 
year, when they are away fronn the 
United States, "if they wish to re- 
■ tain their citizenship rights in this 
j country.

Keep the Lottery Out. 

There never was anywhere, at any time a 
legaUzed lottery that was not a demoralizing 
force. A lotter, whether it is a state lottery or 
whether run by a private concern under the sup- 
ervision of the stale, depends for its support 
upon tlie people who can least afford to spend 
their money week after w.-eek on the infinitesi- 
mal chance of winning a substantial prize. It 
i has been the experience in every country, includ- 
, ing the United States, that if it were not for the 
people of small incomes — the wage earners, 
modest-salaried workers of all kinds — the lot- 
teries would not last a month. 

Legalized racing — or legalized gambling on 
races — has proved an evil because of the toll 
it takes from people of small incomes. The man 
or woman who can afford to gamble does not 
go in for lotteries or pari mutuel betting as a 
regular practice. The man and woman and also 
children who have to scrimp and save for every 
dollar they spend on luxuries are the ones who 
ijiake it possible for the promoters of race tracks 
to thrive for a season. 

The illegal lottery racket thrives in Massa- 
chusetts just now, frequently untroubled by the 
law-enforcement authorities. It would be a crime 
against the people of the Commonwealth to en- 
able the racketeers to conduct their business 
under the protection of the law. For notwith- 
standing the indifference of the authorities in 
some places there are others where life is made 
as unpleasant and expensive as possible for the 
illegal lottery agents, and occasionally some of 
the higher-ups are caught and made to pay. 

The argument that a legalized lottery would 
bring a large income lo the state is weak. If 
experience is any guide, it would benefit the 
state not at all. It merely would furnish an ex- 
cuse for larger expenditures by the legislature. 
And what the people are demanding now is not 
larger expenditures but smaller. And in any 
event to increase the revenues of the state by the 
legalization of something against pubUc policy, is 
poor judgment. I

Governor Curley today .sent the fol- 
lowing letter to Dr. Winfred Over- 
holser, state commi.ssjoner of mental 
disea.ses, requesting an examination of 
Henry A. Gardner:

It was District Attorney Owen A. 
Hoban of Worcester who first urged 
the Council committee to po.stpone 
the propased act of clemency until 
Gardner ha.s been placed under the 
observation for a 35-day period. He 
suggested that a board of competent 
psychiatrists be appointed by Dr. 
Winfred Ovcrholser, slate commi.ssion- 
er of mental diseases, to determine 
whetlier Gardner is now able to re.sist 
the impulses to set fires. If the board 



Hoban's views as to the Importance 
of determinmg whether Gardner 
would again menace the community 
It released at this thne were supported 
by several other speakers who ap- 
peared to oppose clemency at once. 

The first c'.ash of councillors came 
when Councillor Schu.ster inquired if 
any person was present to advocate 
the commutation of sentence for 
Gardner. He declared that the peo- 
ple of Worcester were entitled to 
know who sponsored the clemency 
recommendation. "Let's not get into 
politics by going oft on a tangent like 
that," Coakley replied. 

"No one except the opponents were

It is not unlikely that he may 
become a candidate, either for 
Senator, Governor or Lieuten- 
ant Governor. "Vistas of 
statesmanship welcome him," I 
believe, as the Lodge Harvard 
degree read, this from suspi- 
cious hands. Harvard was not 
long on Lodge. 

Those dopcsters who hnng 
ovti- the political rail, and the 
ladies with their lorgnettes 
who fasten their fire upon 
political entries, cannot safe- 
ly ignore this possible entry 
from the Parkman stables.

And in his amenities he 
has a courtesy and a considera- 
tion for others that I have sel- 
dom seen equalled, and which 
loom on the paths of politics, 
where barn-yaid fowl abound.

True, that Mr. Parkman is in 
a way a factional figure. He 
has his feverish foes, as he has 
his fanatic friends, as can be 
said of all such men as he. No 
one is apathetic as to him. 
When his name is mentioned, 
some send him flowers and 
others crawl out onto the lire 
escape. All this can be said 
without reflection upon Mr 
Parkman, for it was .said of t' 
R., the Great, not the Emulator. 
Ncvertheles.s, Henry rides down 
that disability in other ways 
He is a successful platform per- 
former. Should he go into a 
Bight for any of the offices above 
set forth, he would kick up a 
blinding dust in the face,-* of

Gov Curley Acts After Request by 
DeTegation For Mental Test 



j "I don't know whether any of you ' 
j have lived through the terror caused ' 
1 by the knowledge that a pyromaniac 
I is at large in your community. The 
I murderer under life sentence is a 
I much safer man in the community 
than the firebug. He is much less 
j l.kely to ret>eat his crime than the 
' man with a mental twist. 

Both E.sty and Hoban urged on the 
Council the need for some state in- 
stitution to care for border-line cases 
like Gardners, where a mental con- 
dition is the cause of the crimes com- 
fiitted. Councilor Coakley ottered his 
iiKreement. with their statement of 
'.his need, and urged Dist Atty Hoban 
to appear before the legislative com- 
rrittec in favor of some such program 
next month.

Members of the committee on par- 
dons of the Governor's Council 
heard Dist Atty Owen A. Hoban of 
Worcester and other officials of that 
city recommend that favorable ac- 
tion on the Christmas clemency 
urged by Gov Curley for Gardner \ 
be withheld, at least until the 
convicted pyromaniac be placed un- 
der observation to determine whether 
he is now able to control his impulse 
to sot fires. 

Dist Atty Hoban suggested that a '

His suggestion was seconded by C. I

The three additional prls ners reoom- • 
mended for executive clemency todriy 
wer*' Jlorris Levine of Holyolie, sixty- [ 
seven-year-old lifer, sentenced Octt.ber, 
1928, for the murder of his wife; William 
G Henry, Dorchester, sentenced June 5, 
1934 to three to five year.s for larceny 
of jn.nOO fr^m the Mlnot Co-operat.ve 
Bank ,and Joseph ZlnUowitrh of Worces- 
ter, sentenced in February, 1928, to flf- 
teento eighteen years for robhery. 

The parole board reported Levine was 
suffering from a serious heart ailment 
adn might not live If he remained In 
prison.

MAY INVOLVE MILLIONS 

More than 20 witnesses— including 
all members of the school commit- 
tee and high public ofTicials — were 
on hand to testify in tlie first phase 
ol tlie job-sale scandal, which may 
eventually involve millions of dollars 
and many prominent citizens. 

Tlie jurors were formally charged 
at 10 o'clock this morning by Judge 
John M. Gibbs of the superior court, ' 
half an hour after they we: ■ sched- 
uled to convene. 

The Jurors assembled in their 
rooms on the second floor of the 
Pembcrton square court house, and 
at 10 A. M. were led across the cor- 
ridor to the tliird .session, in cus- 
tody of a court ofTiCcr.

SPECI.^L SESSION STRESSED 

"Good morning, gentlemen," Judge I 
Gibbs said, as the Jurors took their [ 
places.

Warrants charging them with 
murder were issued today and Gov- 
ernor Curley posted a $l,00n reward 
for Iheir capture. 

The guard's gun was ipcoveed to- 
day under burlap hags in a vacant 
shed at Everett, where Police In- 
spector Edwaid J. Dunn of Everett 
said Abe Itzkowitz, 31, a PWA 
worker, had hidden it. 

Inspector Dunn said Itzkowitz 
told him the gun was given him to 
hide hy Silvio E. Pace, 38, a safe 
proprietor. 

Pace told Inspector Dunn Guar- 
nelli came into the place last night 
and flourished the gun, saying he

Gov. C urley Pardons Young j 
I rWanWLj Killed Lynner for 
I / Betrayal of Sister. 



i William A. Hooper of Lynn »nd 
Olastonburv. Conn., who avenged 
the betrayal of his sister, then a girl 
of school age. bv b^'ating William 
Lewey. father of five children, to 
death with a hammer in 1933. was 
pardoned on parole by Gev. Curley, 
Monday afternoon. 

Hooppr'.s affection for his sist?r was 
at, the bottom of his attack with a 
hammer on Lewey after he had dis- 
rus.eed with Lewey certain letters 
that Lewoy wrote to the girl. Hooper 
met Lewey at Lynn beach by ap- 
pointment eaiiv one evening In 
March. 1333. They walked along 
until they were over at the Nahant 
end of the beach, .'in argument be- 
came heated then the fatal attack 
came a-s the climax, 

Hoop?r had no hesitation in ex- 
plaining to the police the .>=tory of 
his special' visit to Lynn from his 
place of employment in Connecticut. 
Hooper had obtained Lewey's love 
notes to the Hooper girl and fla.shed 
them on Lewey. Lewey was a full- 
blooded Indian. 

Had Good Reputation. 

At the time ot the trial it was 
commonly conceded that Hooper was 
a law-abiding orderly young man 
who was never eiiEtased in any aflair 
that interested the police as a viola- 
tion of law. His employers agreed 
that he was a worthwhile young man 
and ih? State authorities, including 
the parole board and Gov. Curley. 
granted him a pardon on parole con- 
ditions as a Christmas gift, because 
they believe, they declared, he will 
return to an orderly life. 

Hooper had no comment to make 
other than to express his thanks to 
the officers at Charlestown State 
prison and to Gov. Curley. and to the 
parole board. He .stepped right back 
into the picture that was printed of 
him in court when on trial, that of 
a quiet, unas.^uming. young man. His 
sentence was six to 10 years. It was , 
commuted to three to five years so 
that the parole pardon could be 
granted, he having .served two-thirds 
of the minimum of three years.

The real Inquiry, however, will 
higher than the alleged diversion of 
public funds. It will expose the whole 
political philosophy of finance in the 
Boston of five years ago when James 
M Curlevwas mayor. If a thorougn 
invesri^n of Mr. Dolan's com- 
pany is made, the whole financial 
set-up of Boston at that time will be 
exposed, and of course the lact that ^ 
the mayor of the Hub at that time , 
is now the governor of the common- 
wealth makes the investigation in- 
teresting to the whole state. The re- i 
suits of this trial will have great In- 
fluence on the fortunes of many pol-

The interest of the public has been

Whether the man ought to be in a hospital for 
the insane, is a question for the experts to 
answer.

Dunn was diieoted to the spot 
hy Abe Itzkowitz. 31, of Main 
street, Everett, a PWA worker 
whom he encountered leaving the 
building. 

Suspicious of Itzkowitz s de- 
meanor, Dunn said, he questioned 
him closely and the young man, 
told him he had hidden the gun 
and took him to it. 

Itzkowitz said the gun was given 
tn him to hide by the proprietor 
of a resUurant in Everett. 

Police took Itzkowitz to this mati, 
who said that at 7:30 last night, 
Gaunelli came into his store flour- 
ishing the gun, ordered hini Into a 
phone booth to make a call ^n'^h 
was not completed and told him he 
had jufit shot a guard. 
KEADY TO "SHOOT IT OUT" 
He quoted Gaunelli as saying: 
"It will go pretty hard with any 
cop that gets in my way. I'm 
ready to shoot it out with any ol 
them." ^ _ 

The man said he quieted Gau- 
nelli, talked to him about the prox- 
imity of Christmas and the jobs 
that police had to do— and that 
Gaunelli finally gave him the gun 
and told him to hide it, and left the 
store. He said he hid the weapon, 
and gave it to Itzkowitz to dispose 
of this morning. 

Th« gun was turned over to Bos- 
ton police and the witness and Itz- 
liowitz came into Boston to confer 
with authorities here. 

The slain guard lived in Colum-

Gun Used in Slaying Found Near 
Homes o! Pair in Everett 



had been shot and the two pris- 
ohfrs had escaped, there began to 
be considerable whispered gossip 
about Guarnelli's visit to Everett.

Fpectors Edward J. Dunn and 
Thomas F. McEleney started an in- 
vestigation. 

The two detectives put pressure 
on the hangers-on at the cafe and 
they finally came througli with the 
story of Guarnelli's vi.sit.

They were gone only a quarter of 
an hour when Campbell picked up 
a newspaper and saw the resem- 
blance between the photograplis of 
the escaped convicts and the two 
suspicious customers. 

Campbell notified police. He said 
lie did not ob.scrve whether the 
men had an automobile and did not 
know in what direction they went 
after leaving the restaurant.

The two prisoners had been sent 
jfrom Charlestown State Prison to I 
I Dedham to appear in court in con- 
jnection with an appeal they had 
taken from a six months' sentence 
for a burglary in Brookline. The 
appeal was refused, and the pair 
were en route back to the prison 
in charge of Doucette. who was a 
veteran prison guard and father 
of six children. 

Handcuffs linked the two con- 
I victs and fastened Repucci to 
guard Doucette as they rode in the 
train from Dedham to South Sta- 
tion and then entered a taxicab 
driven by Frank B. Reardon, 10 
Rosario st, Dorchester, a driver for 
the City Taxicab Company. 



Driving along Atlantic av, the 
two convicts ganged up on Dou- 
cette, got him on the floor of the 
cab and wrested his revolver from 
him. They also secured the key 
to the handcuffs from his, pocket 
and freed themselves. 

The taxicab driver, hearing the 
fight, drove to the nearest gas sta- 
tion at 529 Commercial st to sum- 
mon aid. 

Doucette struggled with the con- 
victs a moment longer, and then 
collapsed, mortally wounded with 
a bullet through his abdomen, fired 
from his own gun by one of the 
desperate convicts. 

Rapucci and Guaranelli then 
drove off in the taxicab. 

Both convicts were in civilian 
clothes, which they had been al- 
lowed to put on before they left 
State Prison for their appearance 
in Dedham Court before Judge 
Abraham E. Pinanski. Thev aban- 
doned the caps they were wearing 
leaving them on the floor of the 
cab they stole. 

Doucette's death is the second 
among State Prison employes this 
month, the other being that of! 
Lewis D. Richards, State Prison i 
chauffeur slain in the outbreak at 
btate Prison two weeks ago.

Will Not Consider Settle-

DEPLORES NEED OF 
COSTLY LITIGATION 

The offer of J. F. T. O'Connor. 
comptroller of the currency, to dis- 
cuss a settlement of claims against 
the closed Federal National Bank 
for a "substantial revision down- 
ward" of a previous offer of $900,- 
000 was dismissed yesterday by_Gov. 
Curley as being "unworthy of con- 
sideration." 

The state bank department, on 
behalf of many of the closed affili- 
ates of the Federal National Bank, 
has brought suit for $3,184,000 
against the central bank. In an ex- 
tended r^ply to the Governor's sug- 
gestion that the expense of litigation 
be eliminated by a settlement of the 
claims. Comptroller O'Connor 
pointed out that the liquidating 
agent is the defendant in suits 
brought against him by the Massa- 
chusetts banking department. 

O'Connor, moreover, pointed out 
that the commonwealth reduced its 
original claims from $4,200,000 to 
$3,184,000 and that Henry H. Pierce, 
the bank commissioner, subsequent- 
ly offered to .settle the claims for 
$900,000. He said that it is his duty 
a.s trustee for the depositors to de- 
fend their rights. 

CURLEY'S REPLY 

The Governor forwarded the fol- 
lowing answer to O'Connor's re- 
fusal: 

"It is a source of regret to be in- 
formed that apparently ihere is no 
possibility of a settlement except 
upon the terms that you deem, 
proper. In Justice to the 30.000 de- 
positors In the Federal National Bank 
and the 60,000 depositors of closed 
state banks, it is unfortunate that 
you find it necessary to pursue the 
course which you have seen fit to 
adopt in this particular ca.se. 

"The settlement of a claim in ex- 
cess of $3,000,000 for less than $900,- 
000 is in my opinion and in the opin- 
ion of the bank commissioner un- 
worthy of consideration. It is to be 
regretted that you find It impossible 
to adopt a more favorable attitude 
In the matter of settlement rather 
than to conlnue he present policy 
under which the assets of the dp 
posltors are being dlssnpated in fees 



to attorneys and others engaged in 
liquidation work. 

"In view of the fact that the state 
claim has been filed In its entirety 
with the courts, it is highly desirable 
that the federal government's case 
be presented at the earliest possible 
date and on the rendering of a de- 
cision by the court, I trust that a 
settlement may be made promptlv 
without any further expensive liti- 
gation." 

LETTER TO GOVERNOR 

Comptroller O'Connor's letter to 
the Governor outlining his views on 
the situation follows: 
My dear Gov. Curley: 

I received in due course your let- 
ter of Dec. 11, transmitting a press 
relea.se and a letter from the com- 
missioner of bank of Ma.ssachusptts 
concerning pending litigation be- 
tween the state banking authorities 
and the receiver of the Federal Na- 
tional Bank. Reply has been de- 
ferred awaiting a report from the re- 
ceiver concerning the latest develop- 
ments in the litigation. 

You state in your letter that you

] Comptroller O'Connor, In a letter to 
1 the Governru-, pointed out that the liti- 
gation was started hy the State and 
that the State banking department has 
been presenting evidence since January 
and concluded such presentation last 
week. He said that presentation ot the 
evidence on behalf ot the Federal Ka- 
, tional will consume not more than M 
days, after which the entire matter will 
he taken under advisement by the mas- 
ter appointed hy the court for the pur- 
pose. 

Arbitration Impossible 

In his original proposal to the comp- 
troller. Governor Curley suggested that 
the litigation could he left to a form 
of arbitration. Mr. O'Connor said in 
his letter yesterday that under federal 
legislation, when claims are not allowed 
tiy the comptroller, they must be estab- 
lished by a court of competent Jurisdic- 
tion, and that arbitration is Impossible 

Lven if It were po..sible tor arbitra- 
tors to act In the premises," said Mr 
O Connor, "it is obvious that they could

After demand had been made be- 
fore tho pardons committee of the 
Executive Council that Henry A. 
Gardner, Worcester pyromaniac 
recommended for clemency, be ex- 
amined as to his sanity before his 
sentence is commuted, Gov. Curley 
yesterday asked Dr. Winfrrd Over- 
holser, commissioner of mental 
diseases, to appoint a board of 
competent alienists to make the ex- 
amination. 

Gardner is serving a 10 to 12 
years sentence, after aettnig fire 
to churches and dwellings in Wor- 
cester three years ago. 

Di.st. Attty'. Owen A. Hobnn. for- 
mer ni.-it. Atty. Edward T. Estey, 
Police Chief Thomas F. Foley, De- 
tective Supt. William P. Piniieran, 
Rev. Richard Preston of All Saints' 
Church, and representatives of 
Plea.'iant St. Baptist Church, were 
among Worcester leaders who op- 
posed parole. 

NONE FOR HIM 

No one appeared to support the 
Governor's clemency recommenda- 
tion. 

The hearing was marked by 
a clash between Councillor Daniel 
H. Coakley and Councillora Win- 
field Schuster, who presented the 
opponents, and Frank A. Brooks. 

Diet. Atty. Hoban voiced the de- 
mand that Gardner be examined by 
psychiatrists. His suggestion was 
endorsed by all the other speakers.

If his 
sentence were commated he 
would promptly be eligible for 
parole. 

"I suggest that before you act 
favorably on this recomnienda- 
tion for Gardner, you cause him 
to be examined by a competent 
hoard of nsvchlatrisis and that 
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he be plac«d under observation 
for a period of 35 days. 

"If the board found that he 
was able to resist impulses to set 
fire.s, then 1, as district attorney, 
would have no obpectlon to his 
TeieAse. 

"It he cannot properly control 
his impulses, he would be a real 
menace not only to property but 
to life." ' 

Coakley clashed with Schuster 
when the latter inquired who 
sponeored the clemency recommen- 
dation, declaring the people of 
Worcester were entitled to know.

Others who visited the Governor's 
office were 'William G. Henry of 
Dorchester, Joseph Zinkowitch of 
Worcester, 'William Hooper of Lynn 
and Thomas J. Panetta of Cam- 
bridge.
